tax questions as connfcted with the 
taWft bill. 


'While the senate was more, than 
four hours in formally coming to the 
question of taxation of incomes the 
subject received more or Jess, in- 
dividual attention while the tea .pra- 
vision-'was umler consideration, and 
it was .durin,g that stage of t.lie pro- 
cetlding the most interostinig occur- 
rence of the day took place.

finamce comimittee toward the cor- 
poration tax .j)rovisin:), which lie had

the rumors. 
He .spoke in response 
to , a question from 'Clay and in so 
•many words confessed his advocacy 
Oft th/e corporation tax as means of 
defeating the inconw! tax. 
He added 
another reason, whicli was that he 
thought for the next year or two 
there would -he a d'Piflcit in the trea.s- 
tiry receipts, which he was willing 
to tiave madie good hy line income 
that -would résuit from the-proposed 
corporation 'tax. 
With this .service 
.performed he thuoght the law could 
.and would be materially modilied, 
if not entirely repoaled. 


This franlc declaration was sjeized 
U'pon by the Democrats as a confes- 
sion the corporation t4ix is a mere 
iubterfug« to destroy the income tax, 
and they were not slow in "playing 
up" the develoiwnent. Aldrich denied, 
however, he had intended to char- 
acterize the corporation tax as a 
subterfuge and defended it as a legit- 
. imate means of raising revenue. 


With only one amentteent pend-- 
.Ipg when the senate met this morn- 
irjig" it was supposed it would "be i)ut 
ÒU-t\.oi; the way soon, and that in

But that anrendiment was the propo- 
sition for a duty of IC cents a pound 
on tea, and Tillman was behind it.

Russian Convict-s 
Escape .and Are 
Trying to liouch Ahi-ska. 


Seattle, Wash., 
June 29.—Ca'ble 
dispatch from Nome, 
Alaska, de- 
sribes a bloody outbreak of Russian 
political prisoners in Yakutsk dis- 
trict, Siberia, and ili-gbt of mutineers 
across the wilderness toward lierlng 
strait in an elTort to reach (Alaska. 


'According to the report i)ri-soners 
in the Yakutsk district 
revolted, 
killed the guards and started on re- 
treat eastward, 2,000 imiles, in an at- 
tempt to reach East 
Cape. 
The 
'prisoners planned to take small boats 
at East Cape and make the mainland 
of Alaska, thirty-six miles 
awiiy. 
Captain Kalinniikoff, actinig governor 
of the district, ordered' Cossacks to 
pursue and 
take 
the 
prisoners. 
Fugitives in amhush killed four Cos- 
sacks and .wounded tiwelve others, 
forcing them to retreat.
